Hi all, 


I'm finally getting back to building things after a long hiatus (I just 
had my first encounter with an SOT23 package; they didn't have those 15 
years ago) and am starting with the "Optimized QRP Transceiver" featured 
in several Handbooks. I figured this would be a good base for further 
experimentation. 


I started with the VFO and buffer, which I modified to use a varactor 


rather than an unavailable air variable. The oscillator works fine, with 
very clean output and the tuning range I designed it for. However, the 
buffer amplifier doesn't seem to work. Its output is severely distorted. 
Unfortunately, I'm not experienced enough to know what the distortion 
means, but it's almost as if the buffer is being overdriven. I've 
rechecked the wiring and rebuilt the buffer from scratch, with the same 
result. 


So, two questions. First, has anyone else tried to build this circuit and 
gotten similar results? I'm using the variation of the circuit that's in 
the 1999 Handbook; it uses a bypassed source resistor rather than a gate 
diode on the oscillator FET. Second, has anyone tried using an LM6321 as 
a VFO buffer, as suggested by the Handbook? This is a rather expensive 
part (about $7.25); I'd just as soon not have half a dozen sitting around 
if I'm not going to use them.

I agree with Jerry - check your ground. A good ground for a mobile HF 
antenna is paramount. My MFJ-259B shows my 40M stick is right on the money 
at 7.035. I have the optional "WD4BUM Inducti-Match" installed at the base 
which I need to smooth things out on 20M and the upper portion of 40M. For 
10M I use a standard 102" CB whip trimmed to size (don't recall the 

length) - no Inducti-Match require. 


When tuning your Hamsticks be careful not to push the small whip too far 
into the larger section as you can cause damage the windings.

One day last week I decided to see if I could make at least one contact 
using as many different modes as possible. I started out with a 2-way 
QRP CW contact followed by a quickie QRP SSB QSO. Then I switched over 
to Pactor followed by PSK31. Ten meters was open so I made my first 
contact ever using FM via an HF repeater. That was so much fun that I 
called an AM station (25 watts with that one) which reminded me how 
great AM sounds. I went back to 20 meters and got on RTTY for a little 
bit but had to go to 20 watts. I looked for an AMTOR contact but no 
takers. Finally I downloaded the MT63 software and made two low power 
contacts on 15 meters. To wrap things up I went to 14.230 and shared a 
couple pictures using SSTV at 25 watts. So, in a single day I worked 
nine different modes -- CW, SSB, Pactor, PSK31, AM, FM, RTTY, SSTV and 
MT63. Kinda goofy I guess, but lots of fun.

One point about the Hamstick on 40 meters: the standard whip 
supplied with the antenna is too short to resonate on the low end of 
40. I think I wound up using a 55-inch stainless whip, (the 
standard one is probably 48 inches) inserted to a point just short 
of the stop or crosswire in the Hamstick. 

Also, I'm using a three-sticker mag mount on the trunk of my 
car. I found that best performance and SWR on 40 were obtained 
*xwithout* a ground connection and without a capacitor from radiator 
to base. The capacitance of the mag mount seemed to be just about 
right. I did the measurement by taking my MFJ 949e tuner out to the 
car and running it in the pass-through mode to plot SWR readings at 
various points across the band.

Have read some of the recent posts regarding Extended Double Zepp (EDZ) 
antennas and thought I would pass along what I have learned recently. 


The design I used was from The Simple Antenna Wire Handbook by K4TWJ. It 
consisted of a 170ft flat-top center fed with 14.5 £t of ladder line toa 
4:1 balun and then about 75 ft of RG8X into the shack. The center of this 
version was at 50ft and the ends sloped down to 6ft. The antenna seemed to 
kinda work OK on 40 but on the higher bands I didn't seem to make as many 
contacts as I thought I should. This antenna loaded OK from 80m-10m but 
didn't seem to get out well. 


Version two was the same antenna but with the ends now at 50-60 £t in the 
air....not much difference...just not making many contacts. 


When in doubt, follow the advice given by such gurus as L.B. Cebik and 
others on the QRP-L....I lowered the antenna, and fed it with ladder line 
to within about 20ft of my shack (doing away with the 75f£t of RG8X). I 
connected the ladder to the 4:1 balun and then to only 20ft of RG-213 into 
the shack. 


Again, the antenna loaded FB on 80m-10m but what a difference!!! I could 
hear increased noise on the higher bands that varied with the tuner 
settings (MFJ-971)!!! The difference is quite amazing...I went from not 
making many QSO's to working just about anyone I could hear!! ZL's and an 


FR5 on 10 and 15 meters isn't too bad at 5W. Performance on 40m is 
awesome...I have been getting great signal reports (better than my previous 
4Qm loop antenna) and very nice comments on how well the antenna is working 
from the fellows on the other end. 


Feeding almost all the way with the low loss ladder line and using a very 
short run of coax into the shack has made all the difference in the world 
with this EDZ. Nothing new to EDZ users who use the same scheme but eye 
opening to me...hey, I was just following the instructions in the Antenna 
Book: -) 


My next challenge is to get a duplicate antenna up at right angles to the 


first..... not gonna be easy cuz the summer storms have limited my Pine Tree 
options: -) 
What a great hobby....something new to learn everyday. My special thanks 


go out to L.B. Cebik for his advice while I was mucking about with this 
antenna.

Richard, I've just built a 1330 T-Kit (the 30m version) and a couple a words 
of wisdom might help: be careful with those 10k pots which are mounted ona 
small piece of aluminum! That is, you can -- and will, if my experience is 
like anyone else's! -- bend that panel back and forth quite a bit and 
eventually break a pin or pins of the pots! Same thing with the back -- the 
power transistor (RF amp) is mounted on that and is also subject to 
breaking. Other than those warnings, it's a great kit and worked perfectly 
well the first time for me. Of course, I'm now waiting for a 2SC2166 
transistor after bending the pins on mine just once too often!
